The arguments were then made. 
Mr. 


Qua began his first. He claimed that 
either a republican voted for a democrat 
or the ballots were juggled with and a Snl- 
jvan ballot substituted for an Oliver bal- 
,ot: or that some member put in two Sul- 
livan ballots and that the Oliver ballot 
wras gotten out of the way. 
He argued 


that the spoiliation of some evidence in 
the burning of the ballots was proof of 
this. 
His argumc-nt took up about 15 


minutes. 


City Solicitor Hogan then argued and 


said that in the first place the record of 
the clerk of the common council showed 
that Sullivan received 18 votes which 
while not conclusive was in his favor. 
He then reviewed the situation of affairs 
leading up to casting of the final ballot. 
He claimed that in "a case such as this 
either a compromise must be made be- 
tween the parties or a member of one 
party must vote for a member of the other 
party. Xow it is a common thing in poli- 
tical bodies so divided for members of one 
party to vote, surreptitiously for mem- 
bers of the other party. 
He then referred 


to the excellent character of the three gen- 
tlemen who counted the ballots ancl it 
seemed to him that there must be no ques- 
tion that there were 13 John E. Sullivan 
ballots there that night, regardless of 
auspicious actions which might and do 
spring up in such cases. 


The testimony including the alleged rapi- 


dity 
of the counting 
was worthless, 


owing to the difference in opinion of peo- 


__Carding rapidity of action. 
In the 


portion of his argument regarding the 
burning of the ballots,he argued.that there 
was no evidence tending to show that his 
colleagues spoke to him about keeping the 
ballots, but that his action was of his own 
volition. His reason might have been to 
shield a republican who voted for Mr- 
Sullivan and his action was consistent 
with such reason. He then dwelt on the 
significant fact that there was a rumor 
around the community that a republican 
was to vote for a democrat on that night 
and then brought out in connection with 
it. the evidence concerning 
Aldermen 


Vamum and Snyder and Che fact that 
Councilman Sanborn is the only man who 
savs there was an Oliver ballot cast. 


He concluded by saying that should the 


court decide against tlie defendent, there 
is no possibility of the council ever organ- 
izing.

respondents bjr from 50,000,000 to 60,000,000 
bushels. 


In proof of this, it declares that Its re- 


turns and the government returns came 
from the isame class of people, subject to 
the same influences, and their figures of 
percentage of corn are practically the 
Bame, while the bojaan percentage .of 
wheat on farms is but little more than 
half that returned to this paper.

has decided that President Sullivan of the 
common council was not legally elected^ 
That is his opinion on the evidence ad- 
duced. 


The character of the whole proceeding 


is not generally understood. The case 
rt"as instituted on behalf of the state, on 
the assumption that Mr. Sullivan held an 
ofiice by the grant of the state and that if 
he held it illegally ii'il only was he liable 
to he ousted but he, might also be lined by 
the Supreme Court if it were proved that 
IB entered the office by fraud. 


Jn opening the case, Mr. Ilogan, who by 


/he way was given very little time to pre- 
pare his brief, made a motion to have the 
:ase tried by a jury and another to have It 
licti.nl at the April tci in of the Supreme 
Court iu this city, but both were over- 
ruled. 


Mr. Jlogan cited a decision in New York 
state in which the court grunted a jury 
trial in a similar ease, but .Judge Knowl- 
tou said it was entirely a matter of dis- 
cretion with the caurt and lie preferred to 
have the case heard owing to thu delay of 
municipal business in Jewell.

lie or stale olHce which has generally a 
Jixed tei'm and well defined duties, where- 


the city charter gives the common

thing that gave the office the standing of a 
state position.

exact number of pursuus killed is yot un- 
known. Another vessel which wtis-nlong-- 
sitie thu Elizabeth caught uro and was 
burned. 


Tho forco of the explosion wus felt for 


miles, and was at first believed to bnve 
baan tho result; of an earthquake. Soveivil 
houses collapsed at Kceken and other vil- 
lages, nnd windows were shattered \vichln 
u \viclo area. At Sleavcs, fl.ro mile.4 from 
tho scunu of tho explosion, doors \verctarn 
ctT and -\vindo\v frames were smashed. 


Tho bodies of livo victims of the explo- 


sion huvu afrrcudy boon recovered, and sis. 
persons, beliovutl to havu btien killed, a 
Btlll missing. 


The force of tho explosion was so great 


that thrcu vessels uliLoblth, tho lastDur.ch 
village on the Rhine, wero sunk. 


Two hundred iitid twtnity tons of Cho ex- 


plosivo was taken in six boats from Lo 
blth to Siilmorch last January en route to 
Antwerp, whence it was to havo boon 
shipped to Australia. Owing to tho lue 
blookado in tho river, the clyuanuto was 
landed nd Salrnnrth, where it was stored 
awaiting the reopening of navigation. 


Iii Che meuntimo tho Elizabeth had been, 


chtirtorud to tuko the dynamite forward, 
and tho cargo was being stored, when parD 
of it exploded. The cause of the explosion, 
is unknown, us every person on board Clio 
ELizubu&li vms killed.

OF THIS KITCHEN. 


That Should Bo Closely 


In faco of tbe frequent accouiifs of ncoi- 


denttd poisoning tlio fullov.'lng facts may 
prove botb infurGdtin^ uncl nseflll. 
Jn tho 


first place, nil copper vessels should bo 
rctinnod directly t,bu surfaco shows signs 
of being worn. Neither nciil, salt nor fatty 
bodies will attack well cleaned copper ves- 
sels. Vinegar limy bo even boilftl in them 
V7irb safety, but should it ho allowed to 
coo] in tbe vessels ic will dissolve enough 
copper to buconju dangerous. 
The mlvzm- 


tago in copper ijoisoninjz is tbnt ono of the 
tirsi; symptoms is vomiting—-tbat is to say, 
the poison is rejected from the system. 


Zinc, though it conceals itself, so often 


under tbe name of ' galvanized iron," is 
still moro dangerous than cupper. Noncid 
foods or liquids should ever be allowed to 
remain in ^alvniiized vessels. Ijetid, from 
a culinary poinc of viow, Is tlie least to bo 
recommended of nil the metals, as it poi- 
sons slowly vMlhont producing vomiting, 
while tin, iron, stool and nickel aro prac- 
tically harmless. 


But it is-not only these vessels used in 


preparing food which are dangerous. Jfany 
foods in themselves are legitimate objects 
of suspicion. 
For instance, the potato be- 


comes unfit for food when 16 has com- 
menced to germinate or when it is green 
from having been partially exposed to tho 
olr whilo growing. 
Tbe jirccn parts and 


tho "eyes" contain an undoubted poisun, 
which has a sharp taste and is cnpablo o£ 
producing paralysis or even death. AC 
tho end of tho winter inaiiy pigs are nn- 
hcalihy through having bcon fed on thcso 
groen potatoes or on potatoes from which 
tho eyes containing tho gonna IIDVO not 
been carefully cut. 


Mushrooms should always bo carefully 


verified by a person thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with their peculiarities. 
Some cooks 


put n silver coin with them when cooking. 
If tho coin mriiB black, they reject tha 
mushrooms. 
This is roally no test at nil, 


as many of the poisonous fungi will nob 
blacken silver. 
All animal food in tin ad- 


vanced state of decomposition is moro or 
less poisonous. 
For this mason tinned 


fish is novel- Lo bo trusted, as tho fish arc 
often stalo when tinned. 
Smokers cspo- 


cially should be careful, as their taste is 
often not so tino iiu that of a nonsmokcr, 
and they are conscqiiently loss likely to de- 
tect ritin of doubtful fish. .Mussels, again, 
r.T-o always poisonous, although the scafc 
ami nature o( uio poison have never buen 
discovered.—Philadelphia Presy.

When Dr. .Tenner, the celebrated, phy- 


sician, was at Sndbury once, he waa 
surprised ono day at hearing a country 
woman Bay that she would not take the 
smallpox because sho had had tho cow- 
pox, and upon inquiry he learned that 
it was a popular notion in that district 
that milltera who had been infected with 
a peculiar eruption, which sometimes 
occurred on tho udder of the ccw, were 
completely soctiro against the smallpox. 
It occnrrod to Jenner in 1780 that it 
might bo possible to propagate the cow- 
pos, and with it 
the security from 


GnuiUpos first from the cow to the hu- 
man body and then from one person to I 
another. 
Many experiments were .tried 


successfully, but thoro was much oppo- 
sition to the now practice, and its suc- 
cess seemed uncertain till a year hod 
.p.assod, when 70 loading physicians anc 
surgeons signed a declaration of thoii 
entire confidence in it. Till the last day 
of Dr. Janncr's life ho was using untir- 
ing efforts to diffuse the knowledge ol 
his wonderful discovery, and he had the 
satisfaction of knowing even then of the 
widely spread practice of vaccination.

Ill Aclvltiod. 


How to Aacortain tlio Weight of Cattle, 


-Measure tho girth close- behind tha 


shoulder nnd tho- length 1'roin tho fore 
part of tha shouldor blade along tha 
back to the bona at the tail, -which 13 in 
n vortical lino with the buttock, both 
in foot. Multiply tho square of the girth, 
expressed in feet, by five times the 
length, and divide the product by 21. 
Tho quotient is tho weight nearly foi 
the four quarters, in imperial stone of 
14 pound avoirdupois. It is to be oh 
Eorved, however, that in very fat aattle 
tho four quarters will be about one- 
twentieth moro, nnd in those in a very 
lean state they will ho less in the sama 
proportion to tho weight obtained b;? 
the rule. Tho four quarters are little 
moro than half tho \veight of tho living 
animal, tho skin weighing about the 
eighteenth part and the tallow abonl 
tho twelfth part of the whole. 


How to Serve Steak In n. New Way. 
Take a 
porterhouse 
steak, 
which 


should bo cnt 2 inches thick and well 
trimmed of bone and fat, and put it on 
tho broiler. Broil quickly over a hot fire 
nnd place it on a hot platter, spreading 
both sides of it with the following mix- 
ture: A tr.blespoonful of melted butter, 
a half tablespoonl'ul of salt and a hall 
tablespoouful of white pepper. 
On top 


of the steak lay 3 plantains which have 
been fried in butter. The plantains are 
tho red bananas. 
Ov.er this pour a hall 


pint qf beohamol Banco, and over the 
whole spriuklo a tablespoouful of grated 
horseradish. This will be found a deli- 
cious dish for a luncheon party. It h;ifi 
tho advantage of novelty. 


HOTT ITiring of Heavy Artillery Causes Rala 


to Fall In tlio Vicinity. 


Whatever lowers the temperature ol 


tho air at any place below the clew pom! 
is a cause of rain. 
Various causes may 


conspire to effect this object, but it if 
chiefly brought about by the ascent ol 
the air into the higher regions of the 
atmosphere, by which, being subjected 
to less pressure, it expands and in doing 
so lowers its temperature. 
These as 


ceudiiiij currents are caused by the heat- 
ing of tho earth's surface by the sun'a 
rays, or, in fact, by anything which 
raises the temperature of the superin- 
cumbent air, and it is very obvious that 
tlio continued discharge of largo pieces 
of ordnance will have a cpnsiderablo 
effect in raising tho temperature of the 
air lying on the earth's surface, which 
will ascend, expand and discharge its 
aqiicouK particles in the form of rain, 
for tho reasons given above. 


How to MnlEu n. Portable Sewing Clotli 


"Whero a sowing room is impossible, 


a rug of linen crash under the machine, 
largo enough to cover Jialf tho loom, 
will be a great convenience. At a mo- 
ment's notice all the threads and scraps 
may be gathered up in this rug and 
shaken on a pnper in some convenient 
place, keeping the room neat and clean 
without tho trouble of sweeping. Such a 
rug may be purchased by the yard, 2 
yards wide, ot SO cents a yard. Two yards 
and a half will make a sowing rug that 
•will last for years, and it may be easily 
washed and ironed when soiled. 


How to Send Fruit Long Distances. 
Ventilation of packages in which 


fruit is packed for shipping serves no 
purpose except to Mlow the escape of 
surplus moisture. Otherwise tho contact 
withfiesh air every moment hastens its 
decay all tho more. Tha important point 
in packing fruit is to see that it is dry 
on the outside as it can bo made. Then 
wrap each specimsii in a little cotton, 
which will servo both to exclude air 
and to absorb any moisture that the 
frnit will naturally exhale. This was 
the way that strawberries were success- 
fully shipped to the World's fair at Chi- 
cago last summer. 
When taken out of 


tho cotton, each specimen was as fresh 
as when put up and would keep six or 
eight days. With large fruit a piece of 
lime put in tho package proves an excel 
lent absorber of moisture, which is what 
is most likely to cause decoy. 


How to Select Curtains. 


In choosing curtains it is well to re- 


member thai n bright yellow fabric will 
light up a north room as nothing else 
can. 
Curtains in a dull shade of light 


green are most suitable for a.room f nr- 
nished in robe color or yellow, as a green 
light will soften the bright tintiugs and 
is always pleasant to the eye. Curtains 
for bookcases add much to the appear- 
ance of n room and are an absolute ne- 
cessity on a low bookcase containing 
volumes with unattractive bindings. In- 
expensive curtains mny be made of .the 
heavy repped cretonrfa which is now of- 
fered in such beautiful colorings. 
Blue 


denim, which is made softer than the 
old fashioned blue jean and is there-fore 
more suitable for embroidering, is also 
an excellent material for this purpose, 
provided the other furnishings of the 
room will permit its use.

T',vo formidable looting forts guard tho 


mouth oC the Pei-ho. These arc; thu fa- 
mous Taku forts that repalsuil the Kng- 
lish fleet iu 185'J, and were taken in 1SUU by 
an attack fruui the rear. They stand close 
tu the hig.h "svater and rise to the height of 
7J feet. 
They uro constructed of earth, 


and faced with a kind of cement. Krupp 
guns constitute thoir chief ui-mamimt. 


The south fort, which lines the right 


back of the river for hull a mile, is about 
twice tho size ot the uorth fort, OQ the 
opposite bank. 
Besides these there are 


earthworks farther up the river and u 
shore buttery about two miles from the 
south fort. 


The garrison of these forts consists of 


£3.000 troops, thoroughly drilled by Gar- 
mn.n instructors, and commanded by ofll- 
cers -who have 
received their military 


training in England or Germany. It is to 
be added that the channel of tho Pei-ho is 
honeycombed \vith torpedoes, which render 
the passage up the river by u hostile fleet 
next tu impossible. 


The Strategical Value of Tnka 


is enormous. If the Japanese could suc- 
ceed in reducing it, their way would at 
once be opened up to Tien-Tain, and 
thence to tli* capital, Pekin, which is only 
abom 100 miles distant from the mouth 
of the river. 


At Pekln itself, formidable in appear- 


ance as the ancient fortifications are, ade- 
quate as they doubtless were to withstand 
tiie onslaughts of a horde of maurauding 
nomads, armed with bows and arrows

plosion of dynamite took place tit E.al- 
morth, In tho district oC Dusseldorf. Tha 
ship Elizabeth was tnklug on hoard 30,000 
kilos of dynamite whoti tho explosion oc- 
curred, killing a number oC people and 
doing a terrible amount of. damage. 
Tho 


exact number of persons killed is yet un- 
known. Another vessel which was along- 
side tho Elizabeth caught flre and was 
burned. 


The force of tho explosion was felt for 


miles, and was at first believed to hnve 
been tho result of an earthquake. Several 
houses collapsed at Keekeu and other vil- 
lages, and windows wore shattered within 
a wide area. At Sleovos, flvo miles from 
the scene of the explosion, doors wer.-itorn 
oil and window frames were smashed. 


'i'liu bodies oE live victims oC the explo- 


sion have urready been recovered, and sis 
persons, believed to have beon killed, are 
still missing. 
The foreu of the cxplnsion was so groat 


that three vessels atLobitb, the lastDutch 
village on the Rhino, were sunk. 


Two hundred ami twenty tons of the ex- 


plosive was taken in six boats from Lo- 
blth to Sulmorcli lasb January en route to 
Antwerp, . whence it was to have beon 
shipped to Australia. 
Owing to the ice 


blockade In tho river, the dynamite was 
landed at Sahnnrth, where It was stored 
awaiting- the reopening of navigation. 


In the meantime tho Elizabeth had been 


chartered to take the dynamite forward, 
and tho cargo was being stored when part 
of ic exploded. The causo of the explosion 
is unknown, as every person on board the 
Elizabeth was killed.

The Sullivan hearing at Supreme court 


was resumed yesterday afternoon. 


The afternoon session began promptly. 


Councilman \V. y. Kitstmun on the stand. 
JIu testified to having voted for Webster; 
did not heai- Mi-. Barry make any remarks 
about I he ballots. 


Councilman Tlunton 
voted for 
Mr. 


\Vehsler and heard Mr. Barry tell him in 
answer to a question: "They are in my 
pocket and I defy anyone to yet them out." 
Witness seconded a motion bv Mr. IJonn- 
sell, to have the ballots recounted, this 
motion 
was 
not 
recognized; 
he 


saw Mr- Hanborn on his feet a good part 
of the time. 


Cross-examined by Mr. TTogan he said 


he offered no objection to having a com- 
mittee appointed to escort Mr. Sullivan to 
the chair, and thought Mr. Sullivan was 
legally elected until Mr. Hanborn spoke of 
tlio recount. 
Jle would swear to what he 


heard Mr. Barry say, notwithstanding tlie 
fuel that others testified differently. 
Mr. 


llogan then asked if it were, not true that 
the entire republican side in caucus, voted 
to have Mr. Sanborn institute such pro- 
ceedings, Mr. Qua objected, the court al- 
lowed it, but Mr. Hogan did not press the 
question. 


George W. JTartwcll, councilman, who 


voted for F. 1'. Rivet, aside from the 
statement that from what Mr. Barry said 
he understood thai he had the ballots, had 
no testimony to offer. 


William 
Ilounsell 
testified that he 


voted for Mr. Webster anil told his story 
of Sanborn's motion to be ruL'ogni/.ed. 


Then came Councilman Coward, who 


was not 
at the previous hearing ami 


who Mr. Webstcrthought was mean,said 
hi; voted for Mr. Kivet." He heard Mr. 
Barry say if he had the ballots they would 
stay in his pocket. 


Councilman. II. 
E. Webster testified 


that he voted for himself that night. 
He 


told a long story of the scene of confusion. 


Mr. Webster's version of the \vhere- 


abonts oE the ballots was practically the 
same as that of the others. 


Councilman .Tohn Oliver said lie voted 


for Mr. Webster. 


Then Willis E. Morse took the stand. 


lie was a Websterite in the election. 
Ife 


proceeded to tell the story of the count as 
lie saw It. He said the counting was done 
so hurriedly lhat witness could hardly 
count them when he said. "1 see an Oliver 
ballot." 
Mr. Manslicid spread Ihcm out 


and said "Do yon sec an Oliver ballot" 
He claimed that Mr. Mansfield 
Imrrieilly 


"grabbed1' the ballots when Mr. Kivet 
u-auted to see them. Jfe had tiiought that 
he was mistaken until Mr. .Sanborn said 
he had voted for John Oliver and then he 
was poaitive that he had seen it. 
lie had

a different story about Mr. Barry and the 
jallots adding a "dttm" to the stories of 
-he other republicans. 


On cross-examination he admitted that 


rie was satisfied there was no Oliver bal- 
lot in the count until after Mr. Sanborn 
made Ills remarks In the chamber. 
In his 


own mind he said, however, it did not ap- 
pear clear that there was any such ballot 
ihcre. He admitted having congratulated 
Mr. Sullivan afLer the election; admitted 
also reluctantly that he had said to Mr. 
Mansfield: "i think I'll have to give you 
a vote of thanks," when the latter spoke 
to him about the quick manner in which 
they were counting votes. 


After a discussion between the attor- 


neys Mr. Hogan was allowed to ask wit- 
ness if Aldermen Varnum and Tryder 
cautioned Councilman .Sanborn 
about 


sticking to his party. 
iCr. Morse tried to 


hedge, by saying th'nt Alderman Varnum 
had told him since the first hearing that 
lie did not refer to Sanborn in particular 
on that occasion. >lr. Ifogan then asked 
him if he wished In change hia testimony 
that he gave Lit the hearing n/ncl he replied 
negatively. 


Councilman Sanborn testified next and 


said that he voted for John Oliver. 
He 


thought he was on his feet at least a dozen 
times trying to be recognized by the chair. 
He then denied having told any one that 
he was going to vote fur Sullivan or hav- 
ing been offered any inducements to vote 
for a democrat. 


Here, Mr. Qua produced some ballots 


which Mr. .Sanborn said he found in the 
president's desk and in 'he waste basket 
back of the president's u'hair 10 days after 
the election and he Identified some as his. 
They were U'ritlen ballots. 


-Mi-. Qua wanted to put in the ones iden- 


tified by >lr. Sanborn as his, and Mr. 
Uogan objected. 


A[r. Qua then explained that he did not 


claim that these were the ballots which 
Mr. Urirry said wore burned,but that he 
wanted to show the writing. 


The court 
could not see where the 


ballots could hn of any consequence and 
did not allou- them all to go in. 


On cross-examination he said he was 


reading the city charter that night and 
was not paying much attention to the pro- 
ceedings, yet he was positive as to how he 
voted, 
ifc did not think that he voted for 


anyone except Webster and Oliver but 
would not be positive. 
He asked the "ad- 


vice"' of the republican members of the 
city government on the matter and they 
"advised" him to bring quo warranto pro- 
ceedings. 
Ifc couldn't remember that 


conversation with Mr. Mansfield in the 
cloak room. 


Redirect examined he said he always 


made it a point to look on both sides of 
his ballot before casting it. 


Councilman U'ebster, recalled, said that 


as a friend and a republican he told Mr. 
Sanborn \viiaL he had heard at the High- 
land club on tin' previous Sunday. Mr, 
Kiltredge told him about it and said "you 
watch Sanborn." 
Afterwards Mr. Kit- 


tredge declined to tell him where he got 
his information. 


Mr. Qua rested his case here. 
Councilman Charles D. Riley was called 


by Mr. Hogan to rebut the testimony o!' 
Mr. Morpu regarding the manner in which 
the ballots were counted. He was in the 
room when they were being counted and 
there was nothing very quick about it. 
lie could see the mimes on the ballots ami 
could not see the name of John Oliver on 
any of them, 


Then Mr. Qua recalled Mr. Morse and 


the latter swore that Mr. liiley was not 
near enough to sec the ballots 


Mr. Kivet was also recalled and he said 


he saw Mr. Kiley near the door a couple 
of feet away from the table. 
Mr. Hiley. 
he added, might have come up to the 
table without his noticing it. 


The arguments were then made. 
Mr. 


Qua began his first. He claimed that 
either a republican voted for a democrat 
or the ballots were juggled with and a Sul- 
livan ballot substituted for an Oliver bal- 
lot: or that some member put in two Sul- 
livan ballots and that the Oliver ballot 
was gotten out of the way. 
He argued 


that the spoliation of some evidence in 
the burning of the ballots was proof of 
this. 
His argument took up about 13 


minutes. 


City Solicitor Hogan then argued and 


said that in the first place the record of 
the clerk of the common council showed 
that Sullivan received 13 votes which 
while not conclusive was in his favor. 
He then reviewed the situation 
of affairs 


leading up to casting of the iinal ballot, 
lie claimed that in a case such as this 
either a compromise must be made be- 
tween the parties or a member of one 
party must vote fur a member of the other 
party. 
Xow it is a common tiling in poli- 


tical bodies so divided for members of one 
party to vote, surreptitiously for mem- 
bers of the other party. 
He then referred 


to the excellent character of the three gen- 
tlemen who counted the ballots and it 
seemed to him that there must be no ques- 
tion that there were 13 John E. Sullivan 
ballots there that night, regardless of any 
suspicious actions which might and do 
spring up in such cases. 


Tbe testimony including the alleged rapi- 


dity 
of the counting 
was worthless, 


owing to the difference in opinion of peo- 
ple regarding rapidity of action. 
In the 


portion of his argument regarding the 
burning of the ballots,he argued.that there 
was no evidence tending to show that his 
colleagues spoke to him about keeping the 
ballots, but that his action was of his. own 
volition. 
His reason might have been to 


shield a republican who voted for Mr: 
Sullivan and his aclion was consistent 
with such reason. He then dwelt on the 
significant fact that there wras a rumor 
around the community that a republican 
was to vote for a democrat on that night 
and then brought out in connection with 
it, the evidence concerning Aldermen 
Varnum and Snyder and the fact that 
Councilman Sanborn is the only man who 
says there was an Oliver ballot cast. 


He concluded by saying that should the 


court decide against the defemlent, there 
is no possibility of the council ever organ- 
izing. 
The court said that evidently there is an 


unfortunate state of affairs in the city 
council and he could not believe that the 
2-1 gentlemen elected to represent theim are 
so neglectful as to decline to organize. 
In this case it is the highest duty of a 
member of one party to vote for one of 
the other side, for otherwise the city's bus- 
iness will never be done. 


"It is either a question of mistake or 


juggling. I can't help giving a good deal 
bf'weighL to the fact of one of the managers 
of the successful party having kept the bal- 
lots and burned them. 
It seems to me 


entirely inconceivable that Mr. Sanborn 
made a mistake in casiing his vote and 
that he voted for Mr. Sullivan. 


"The parties relied chiefly oil Mr. Mans- 


field to verify the vote and the ballots 
were In manuscript and it might be possi- 
ble for one to mistake Oliver for Sullivan. 
The John in each case is identical, the 
latter part of both names is nirailar and in 
the four ballots shown here, the names 
look quite similar. 
If it comes to a ques- 


tion of perjury 1 can't help saying chat 
the weight of the evidence, in my opinion, 
shows that Mr. Sullivan had only 12 bal- 
lots, and there was one Oliver ballot and I 
must find that Mr. Sullivan was not legal- 
ly elected and must be ousted." 


The court saved Mr. Hogan's exceptions 


which he must be prepared to argue in one 
week before the full bench. 


Note". 


The most surprised people present at the 


announcement were the republicans. 


So Sanborn found those ballots In the 


waste basket 10 days after? 
How-about 


this, Janitor JicGuIrk? 


After the decision bad been given both 


parties discussed the matter in the corri- 
dors. Herb. Webster threw up .his hat 
and acted like a school boy. 


In tlie excitement "Messrs. Eastman and 


Morse smiled at each other. 


Mr. Qua wants to be city solicitor.

"Ballyl" is tho call from the bugles of

Tho 
Third thunders down over the meadow, 
with snhers flashing ami troopers cheering 
and tho I'ecth of every horse biting at tha 
steel bit which holds him back.

Tho bodlos of tiie horses 
were drawn tosother, fences torn down 
imd the rails heaped high aboutthem, and 
we left tho flumes to do their work. 


Again the 30th of May. The clang of 


the bnlls of peaoo Lad drownod the horrid 
Bounds of battle. 
Thci.-o was no longer 


war in tha land. 
Thu dark green forests 


concealed no linos of battle waiting to 
movo out upon the fiolds bathed in sun- 
shino. 
The birds sang from the orchards 


as in tho days before tho boom of artillery 
friphloned them into faraway flight, and 
under tho shndo trees dotting the meadows 
tho mild eyed cows chowed their cuds and 
Bwitchod their tails lazily at the buzzing 
flics. 
Hero is the samo spot on which I 


eaw hundreds of dead and wounded. It is 
the samo broad meadow, divided by the 
creek which babbles nnd sings HE it hur- 
ries ovor tho moss grown rocks of Its bed. 
Over there is the tree under which the 
general sat his horse and sent his regi- 
ments thuuderinp: down, to the right tho 
trenches in which wo left tho dead to 
sleep until a trumpet cnll from heaven 
should waken them to another life. 
The 


trenches have been opened and tho bones 
of tho dc-nd reburied mlJcs away on tho 
hillside. 
The grass is again sprinkled 


with flowers, and I look and look aud 
find no scar of war and wonder if it was 
not till a dream. 


By and by, as the robins sing more 


cheerily and tho bluebirds flit closer as 
they carry fragments to build their nests, 
I wonder if peace and good will have come 
to other brans as well.

from the same class of people, subject to 
the same influences, and their figures of 
percentage of corn are practically • the 
same, while the bureau percentage of 
wheat oa farms is but little more than 
half that returned to this paper.
